•THERE in one had feature of the traffic situ- 
1 ation in La C'rosse the correction of which 
tine? not need to wait, upon such a. canvass of 
public opinion and translation into new rules 
as was suggested in this column on Tuesday. 
There is now on the hooks an ordinance which 
requires parking parallel to the curb on all 
streets but Pearl street, the enforcement of 
which would do much to improve the safety 
and comfort of the down-town district.

cently the police department 
reminded 
the 


public of this ordinance. It is to he hoped that, 
they are prepared to pa"s from warning to 
enforcement v.ith some determination. For it 
is obvious that disregard of the rule is general. 


La Crosse streets are so narrow that where 


there is a car-line in the center there is just 
about room for a machine to pass between it 
and another auto hugging the curb. When the 
car at the curb is ncsed in its rear end thrusts 
out >r> far that autos cannot pass except 
bv 


turning out upon tiie car-tracks. 
When there 


i:- a street-car approaching such a performance 
is dangerous. Dozens of times a day on Main 
street or Fourth street any observer can see. 
automobiles suddenly halt, halting all behind 
them, to let a street-car pass, because some- 
body's car is standing diagonally at the curb. 
It is more than an inconvenience. 
It slows 


down all traffic on the streets, redoubles nor- 
mal congestion, and is a constant, and often- 
realized threat of damage to valuable cars. 


The police department has warned 
the 


motorists. Few can now plead ignorance of the 
rule, even were that an excuse. From now on 
the niIt- of parallel parking in the business 
district should be enforced to the letter. There 
if no doubt that public opinion will be over- 
whelmingly behind enforcement. 
A few fines 


will drive the lesson home, at that. Once mo- 
torists are sure that the ordinance means what 
it says, and the police are enforcing it impar- 
tially and continuously, they will stop taking

dividuals who 'believe the . United States 
is 


strong enough to do very well for itself in a 
state of international anarchy. 
But one hopes 


that the majority of the country can see a little 
further into the matter than that, and realize 
that the world court m not a step toward en- 
tanglement, but toward sane and orderly dis- 
entanglement of inevitable international 
dis- 


putes from the influence of force and threat.
